All teachers must have certiflcat* * 
from tho board of examiners, and see 
that school property is not destroyed. 
They mast be in their rooms 20 minute* 
Is-fore the opening of school, and lock 
them when leaving 
Each teacher is 
held responsible for the room. 
De'ui- 
qnent or disorderly pupils must not bi* 
detained over HO minutes after the others 
are dismissed. 
The truant officer must 
be notified each day of every absent or 
tardy pupil, and written excuses must be 
provided, 
lf sil k or otherwise detained 
,-om school, the teacher must notify the 
superintendent before the opening of 
school. A daily record of each scholar in 
each class must be kept. 
From 6.r> to TG 
degrees is made the right temperature of 
the rooms, aud teachers must see it is 
kept at that. 
Pupils must not Is* sent 
on errends during school hours, and the 
rules respecting scholars must Is* read 
••very Monday morning. 
They must 
go to all teachers' meeting* and not 
allow collections to be taken.

agents are not allowed in the schools. 
Pupils are advanced on a basis of 
merit, and there must be no boisterous 
onduct at any time iii or about the 
buildings, lf property is broken by aoci- 
, dent, it] must Is* made good : if broken 
, maliciously, the pupil must lie expelled. 
; They must attend school punctually, be 
; neat and clean and diligent, respectful 
to visitors, and not use tobaci o. 
If 
: absent three days, or tardy six times in 
I a term the pupil shall be suspended, 
and if 
it occurs three 
time* in a 
I term he shall be dealt with according to 
j law. 
Pupils shall not fie excused with* 
I out request of 
parents. 
They must 
have all necessaiy books, aud no arti­ 
cles not required by school work shall 
be brought into the room.
